A CL0ÜD BÜR3T. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis , May 25.—A cloud 
burst at North McGregor, Iowa, re- 
sulted in great destruction of property 
and the probable loss of several lives. 
One body has been recovered from the 
debris. 
A mile of tracks on the St. 
Paul 'road are under water and trains 
between 
Milwaukee and 
McGregor 
only are running, the connection being 
brokeD west. 
A small telegraph office 
at McGregor was completely washed 
away. 


Running through McGregor is a small 
stream bearing the historic name of 
Bloody Bun. 
This empties into the 
Mississippi just below the town, but 
after the cloud burst this morning the 
run was unable to carry the immense 
quantities of water and it overflowed 
its bants so quickly that the people 
were taken completelv by surprise and 
buildings in the ravine along the stream 
were inundated before they were aware 
or could remove much of their property. 
One body has been, found and several 
persons are reported missing. 


The reports received from agents of 
the St. Paul company are to the effect 
that large quantities of driftwood de- 
scended on the town down the little 
stream. 
The water and debris quickly 
filled the low land, carrying away the 
telegraph office, covering all tlie com- 
pany's tracks between the main town 
and North McGregor, where the round 
house is located, the area being about 
a mile in extent. 
The passenger train 
which left Milwaukee last night for 
South Dakota points was unable to pro- 
ceed farther than McGregor, and it was 
ordered returned to Milw<»ukee, arriv- 
ing here about two hours late. 


The Burlington, Cedar Rapids and 
Northern road suffered 
ssverely by 
washouts beyond LaCrosse, Wis,, and 
at LaCrosse turned all its Chicago pas- 
sengers over to the St. Paul. 
It was 
stated at the office of Division Superin- 
tendent W. W. Collins, of the Prairie 
Du Chien division, that the road west 
of McGregor would probably not be in 
condition for traffic before tomorrow. 
The cars in the yards there were badly 
used by the heavy debris floating about, 
but workmen are now engaged in dig- 
ging them out and the water is subsid- 
ing. 


FOUR CHILDREN DROAYNED. 


DDBDQUE, Iowa, May 25—A terrific 
electric storm, accompanied by a deluge 
of rain, swept over this section at mid- 
night, doing immense damage to rail 
road property. 
The rainfall was 2.8 
inches, and it came as suddenly and in 
such volume as if a water-spout had 
burst upon the place. 
The Mississippi 
river rose one and three tenths of a 
foot in the past eight hours, and is still 
rising rapidly. 
The greatest damage 
was to railroad property. 
Not a train 
has come into Dubuque from any di- 
rection since Sunday afternoon. 
It is 
reported that on the Illinois Central 
between 
Dubuque and 
Sioux City, 
eighteen bridges were wa3hed away, 
and another at Bellevue is gone. North 
the road is badly washed out.

BUILDINGS UNROOFED. 


ELMA. la,, May 25.--A terrific storm, 
cyclonic iii form, occurred here last 
night. 
Many buildings were unroofed, 
trees uprooted and outhouses smashed. 
Telegraph and telephone poles and 
wires were demolished, and numerous 
business fronts were smashed in. 
The 
town is almost a lake.

no one was hurt.

CLOUD BURST AT WABASH. 


WABASH, May 2 5 —Two black clouds, 
on© traveling westward and the other 
going in a northeasterly direction, met 
at a point two miles east of this city at 
7 o'clock this morniug, producing 
cloud burst, the equal of which was 
never known in this county before. 
The water came down in one vast body, 
flooding the fields and roads for miles 
around. 
The streams were instantly 
overflowed, bridges were swept away 
and railroads and pikes were badly 
damaged. 
The Wabash railroad was 
washed out in spots for a distance of 
two miles and No. 5 was two hours late 
in reaching this city. 
A bridge on the 
LaGro pike was swept away and in 
several places 
the water cut deep 
gullies through the road bed. 
One 
farm house was swept from its founda- 
tion and partially demolished. 
So far 
no loss of life has been reported. 


THE GRORM ELSEWHERE. 


MANCHESTER, Iowa, May 2 5 , — A cy" 
clone struck Manchester at about 10 
o'clock last night, leaving a track of six 
or eight miles in length in ruins. 
Mrs. 
Ira Howland and William Murray were 
seriously injured. 


NEWTON, Iowa, Valeria, a mining vil- 
lage about fifteen miles west of Newton, 
was nearly wiped out of existence by a 
cyclone last night. 
Fourteen people 
are reported killed. 


KANSAS CITY, May 
25.—The Times 
has received word through the local 
telegraph office of the Maple Leaf road 
that a cyclone struck Valeria, Iowa, 
fifteen miles north of Des Moines, last 
night, killing nine people and injuring 
number. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 
25.—Indianapolis 
suffered from a severe wind and rein 
storm during the early hours of this 
morning. 
Two inches of rain fell and 
the streets were flooded." The sewers 
failed to carry off the water as fast as it 
fell, and this resulted in an overflow to 
many cellars. 
The wind blew at the 
rate of twenty-six miles an hour and 
many fine shade trees were destroyed. 
A few minutes of hail did some dam- 
age to the small fruits. 
Some of the 
street car lines were tied up temporar- 
ily. 


CHICAGO, May

o'clock this morning. 
Basements in

IKDIANAPOLIS, May 25.—The exposure 
of the methods of certain republicans 
of northern lndi,ana whereby they ex- 
pect to secure pledges from party can- 
didates for the legislature to vote for a 
certain man for United States senator, 
and then use the pledges to make the 
candidate contribute liberally to the 
campaign fund, has created a profound 
sensation throughout the state and has 
widened the breach between the friends 
of R. W. McKeen and Charles W. Fair- 
banks to a degree that has never before 
been witnessed between rival candi- 
dates in Indiana. 
Of course each of 
the gentlemen 
claims not to have 
known anythinc of the conspiracy un- 
til it wag exploded by the republican 
organ at Fort Wayne, but the friends 
of each are charging that the other was 
the man for whom pledges were sought, 
and that he knew that such methods 
had been invoked, and was to that ex- 
tent a party to them. 
They argue with 
much force that both of the aspirants 
are exceedingly rich men; that the 
United States senatorship is woith a 
vast outlay of cash, and that both 'are 
willing to expend much more than the 
six years' salary for the honor that the 
position would bring. 
Indeed, it is no 
secret that both men could spare a 
couple of moderate fortunes and then 
have more than is required to make a 
rich man, and the earnestness with 
which they are engaged in the canvass 
indicates that they have come to regard 
the prize as worth a struggle that may 
jeopardize party success. 


Neither is willing to wait for the 
people to nominate candidates for the 
legislature and then risk his chances 
after the legislature is chosen at the 
polls, but both are actively entering 
into contests for nominations through 
their respective friends and seeking to 
control party conventions. 
At 
his 
headquarters at the Denison hotel, Mr. 
McKeen has a list oi republican 
sena- 
tors and representatives already nomi- 
nated, a tabulated list of counties and 
districts in which conventions are to be 
held, with dates and the hour of assem- 
bling, whether in mass convention or 
whether the candidates will be chosen 
by primary election, and every day his 
headquarters are being thronged with 
republicans from these counties, with 
whom he consults regarding the meas- 
ures for securing the nomination of the 
man who will vote for him in the sen- 
ate. 


In an offise two squares away Charles 
W. Fairbanks is pursuing identically 
the same plan, and hardly an hour 
in the day passes that he is not in con- 
sultation with some republican from a 
county in which the candidate for sena- 
tor or representative is yet to be nomi- 
nated. 


There is no secrecy in the methods 
practiced by these two in the interest 
of their candidacy, and the word has 
gone out over the state that they are 
in the fight and that they propose to 
carry the contest from the party nomi- 
nating convention to the caucus of the 
senators and representatives after they 
are elected. 
It he a alfeo been passed 
from mouth to mouth that both of the 
aspirants are rich ; that money is not 
an object with them; 
that they are 
covetous of honor, and that 
nothing 
shall stand in the way of securing it. 
Whether they are, either of them, in 
league with such a combine as has been 
unearthed in Indiana is a matter of lit- 
tle concern if the campaign that they 
are pursuing has given rise to the 
belief that they are ready to pay for 
support. 


While a number of nominations have 
been made, the campaign is not ad- 
vanced far enough to say with certainty 
which has secured the selection of the 
greater number of adherents, 
McKeen 
has been doing yeoman work in the 
country, but Fairbanks has the start of 
him by some six years, and it is quite 
certain that he has a large majority of 
the nineteen republican holdover sen- 
ators. 
McKeen's friends claim that 
his candidacy is progressing satisfact- 
orily, and that he will secure the great- 
er number of adherents in the conven- 
tions and have a majority of the legis- 
lative caucus. 


Fairbanks has another 
advantage, 
however, in having the state central 
committee, or, rather, its chairman at 
his back. 
He has been a close friend 
Of Chairman Gowdy for many 
years, 
and was one of Gowdy's managers iu 
the rt-cent fight for re-election to the 
chairmanship.

Moscow, May 25.—The Grand Duke 
"Vladmir yesterday, in behalf of the 
czar, commanded the grand church pa- 
rade of troops. The consecration of the 
new imperial standard in the presence 
of the czar and czarina, the grand 
duke3 and foreign princess and the 
general staff was performed late in the 
afternoon in the throne room, together 
with 
a 
display 
of 
the 
banners 
and 
arms 
of 
all 
the 
territories 
and historic events 
of the 
empire 
in the palace armories, accompanied by 
interesting ceremoniea. 
The consecra- 
tion occurred at the Novaia Orujenaia 
palace within the Kremlin. 
Part of 
the ceremony is the swearing of allegi- 
ance by the czar to the colors. 
The 
higher clergy, arrayed in sumptuous 
canonicals, took part in the ceremony. 
After it was concluded the czar and 
czirina returned 
to the Alexander 
palace, where the imperial pair pass the 
period intervening before the corona- 
tion at their devotions. 


Li Hung Chang, the special envoy of 
the emperor of China to the coronation 
of the czar, said that after the corona- 
tion he intended to go to America, 
after visiting France and 
England, 
The sole miBsion entrusted to him was 
to study the European and American 
systems of government, with a view to 
introducing 
foreign 
customs 
into

PRESBYTERIANS 


Discuss Matters Affecting- the, 
Christian Endeavor. 


Uniformity o f Worstafji Also Comes In 
for a P o r t i o n of tbe Dis- 
cussion. 


SARATOGA, 
N . 
Y., 
May 
25—The 
docket of the Presbyterian 
general 
assembly for the forenoon session today 
contained only two items on regular 
order, the report of the work on the 
board of missions to freedman and the 
continuation of the discussion with re- 
gard to the relations of Young People's 
societies to the church. The committee 
on bills and overtures reported upon 
the request that steps be taken to 
secure uniformity of worship in all the 
churches. 
It was recommended "that 
no action be taken, as the present free- 
dom is more edifying than any strict- 
ness of uniformity could be." 


Before taking up the regular order 
the moderator made a plea for harmony 
in the subsequent proceedings of the 
assembly. 
The report of the standing 
committoe on work among the freed- 
men was presented by Dr. Viileroy K. 
Reed, of Philadelphia. 
The report of 
the board showed receipts for the year 
of $ 1 4 6 , 9 9 2 , and expenditures 
$ 1 4 9 . 7 6 3 . 
The present debt of the board is $16.- 
371. 
The board has under its charge 
181 ministei-s, 314 churches and Sunday 
schools, 75 day schools with 230 teach- 
ers and 9.511 pupils. 
During the year 
2 083 have been added to the board's 
churches. 
The freedmen have them- 
selves contributed $68,000 to the sup. 
port of the churches and schools. 
At 
the close of the report the assembly vFas 
addressed by Dr. Reed and by Dr. E P. 
Cowan, secretary of the board. 


When the second order was taken up 
the floor was accorded to Rev. Charles 
D. Lane, of Mount Vernon, New York. 
He moved as a substitute for the 
remainder or the report that the com 
mittee on young people's societies be 
discharged from the further considera 
tion of the subject and on this motion 
he said that it was the desire of the 
church that these societies be let alone. 
He insisted that nothing was necessary 
to insure denominational loyalty of the 
societies ov Christian Endeavor, whereas 
the present plan of the 
committee 
meant 
Presbyterianism, 
with 
ism 
spelled in big letters. 
The motion was 
ruled out of order on a point made by 
Dr. Breed, the chairman of the com- 
mittee, though the resolution before 
the house provided for the continuation 
of the committee. 


Dr. Breed then addreesed tbe assem- 
bly, saying that tbe committee hud 
taken a middle course and that they 
had no intention 
of suppressing the 
sociotieB of 
Christinn 
Endeavor. 
It 
was simply a question whether the 
members of the fcocietios shall be PriiB- 
byterians first and mt-iubors afterwards 
or vice versa. 
The ditcussion of the 
subject continued till adjournment at 
12:30 and was made a special order for 
Tueeday afternoon. 
The report of the 
committee on conference with 
the 
theological B(?nnn!i.rit's was made second 
order Jor Wednesday afternoon. 
The

T. W. Blair, of the Sons of 
Veterans, presided at the mttfing held 
at the Temple, and in beginning them 
made brief introductory remarks, in 
which he spoke of the oce.^ion that 
had called the assemblage together. 
It 
was, ho said, that the living might 
honor and pay tributes of love to those 
men who in the hour of danger and 
the country's need had given their 
services, and many of them their lives 
for the cause of freedom and the per- 
petuation of our union. 


"America " was then sung by the au- 
dience and the Linden quartette, Rev. 
J. S, Ainslie offered prayer, and Rev. 
C. C. Cissell delivered the first address 
of the afternoon, his theme being 
"General John A, Logan," 


General Logan, he said, was one of 
the great military heroes of the rebel- 
lion and certainly peculiar interest 
should attach to his name, for he was 
instrumental in accomplishing much in 
the Umaintenance of our glorious re- 
public- 
Logan was a great man. 
He 
was generous to a fault, and many 
widows and orphans of our land re- 
ceived substantial support from the 
government, simply because John A 
Logan was their friend. 
He was a 
man of strong conviction. 
He did 
what he believed to be right for the 
sake of right. 
He was a democrat be- 
fore the war and supported Stephen A, 
Douglass for the presidency, but when 
Lincoln was declared elected, and the 
disloyalty of the south began to show 
itsel', his voice was heard in congress in 
defense of the Union, and in support of 
Lincoln. 
General Logan resigned his 
position in congress and organized the 
Thirty-first Illinois infantry, and was 
appointed its colonel. 
He was prom- 
inent and fought valorously in many of 
the hard fought battles of the war. He 
was a leader of men, and inspired the 
confidence of 
his men because he 
seemed always to grasp the situation. 
General Logan was a Christian. Stand- 
ing beside the tomb of Gisneral Grant a 
short time before his death, he delivered 
an oration on "Immortality." 
In that 
glorious hope he died. 
He has joined 
his comrades in the skies; he has 
answered the morning roll call of eter- 
nal life. 


The next speaker was Rev. E. E. 
Frame, the pastor of the South Con- 
gregational church, the subject assigned 
him by tbe program committee being, 
"Gen. W. S. Hancock." 
Perhaps, he 
said, General Hancock did not stand at 
the bead of the military leaders of the 
civil war, but he was one of the ablest 
of those in the second rank. 
He 
traced his career from boyhood, gave 
interesting reminiscences of his early 
lifi?, narated the beginning of his mili- 
tary career at West Point, his services 
in the Mexican war and in the cam" 
paigns of the west, and closed with his 
brilliant services in the war of the re- 
bellion. 


The Linden quartete, which was on 
the program for 
several 
selections, 
then rendered ' The Vacant 
Chair," 
which was sung in a beautiful and 
affecting manner and 
was well re- 
ceived by the audience, as were all 
their numbers. 


The addree.s of Rev. A. K. Zartman, 
on the subject, "The Private Soldier," 
was a brilliant tribute to the men who 
had fought in the ranks and without 
whose sacrifices and heroism the lasting 
fame of the generals would never have 
been attsiued. 
Volumes upon volumes 
had been written concerning the men 
7,'ho carried the mu&ket, but the half of 
the grand service they had rendered 
their nation would never be told, for no 
pen could fully write their history. 
There were br^.ve generals, it is true, 
but the soldiers will ever wear the gar- 
lands for true and self eacrHicing hero- 
ism and their deeds of bravery will be 
treasured by the people as long as his- 
tory lasts 


The Mi.sscs Pearl and Deasie Curry 
criptured the audience with their song, 
"Let Them Sleep," and were compelled 
to respond to an encore. 


"The Women of the War" was the 
theme assigned to Rev, A. W. Bal- 
linger. 
In all tbe great struggles of 
the past, he said, vromen had been im- 
portant factors and in the war of the 
rebellion she hud borne a conspicuous 
))Hrt. 
He pictured her seryices to the 
soldiers at home, in the hospital, and 
in the way oi furniahing them with 
sanitary supplies. 
There were about 
500 women iu the regular military serv- 
ice, bearing the colors, beating the j 
drums, carrying muskets, commanding j 
companies and regiments and planning j 
military campaigns. 
| 


"In the long sgo," he said, "an army 
laid sio/ro to a city and succeeded in 
breaking down her v;ail3. 
The men 


of the city were held as prisoners 
of war 
while 
the 
women 
and 
the 
children 
were 
permitted 
to 
pass out. 
They asked the victors for 
the privilege of taking with them such 
things as they could carry with them 
on their backs and the request was 
granted. 
To the utter chagrin and 
astoniphroant of the conquering army 
pr:"-y V.-. LUan walked out of the city 
carrying upon her back her husband, 
her son, her brother, or her lover. 
Who but a woman would have thought 
of thisi? 
Had it been the men, judging 
the past by the present, that procession 
would have been a gieat beer keg pro- 
cession." 


The applause that followed made it 
difBcult for Rev. Ballinger to utter his 
few closing words, which were as fol- 
lows: 
"May treason never again lift 
her head, but should such be the case 
and occasion demand it, the women, I 
am sure, would be among the first to 
come to the rescue." 


The closing address, ' Old Glory," was 
delivered by Rev. P. J. Rice. 
For 
near'y a century and a quarter, he said, 
ihe fjtars and stripes had waved in 
glory over the people of the nation. 
It 
has swung from our war ships and been 
.<«enc on our merchant vessels into 
ovury port ot the world, and wherever 
it is it typifitis liberty, intelligence, in- 
dependence, and is the emblem of the 
best governed people upon the face of 
the globe. 
It means free church and 
free schools and it has the right to 
float from every school house and in 
ever church of this free country. 
No 
other flag ought or can take its place 
in the love of the truly American¡iieart. 


The Linden quartet then sang "The 
Call of the Roll on High" and the 
audience was dismissed with the bene- 
diction pronounced by Rev. W. H. 
Brown. 


A large delegation of soldiers from 
Sion S Ba?^ post No, 40, G. A. R , at- 
tended services at Trinity M. E church 
last night. 
The memorial sermon was 
preached by the pastor, Rev. Edmund 
F. Albertson. 
The choir rendered ex 
cellent music for the occasion.

The stations on the Findlay, Fort 
Wayne and Western road are con- 
tribuwDg their share of sensational 
news nowadays. 
First, tha railway 
company's building at 'Baldwin were 
struck by lightning and burned to the 
ground. 
Then followed a boiler ex- 
plosion at Tipton, which resulted in 
the instant death of a man and a boy, 
and close on the heels o' this accident 
came one at Grover Hill, wherein three 
or four men were injured by falling 
timbers. 
Today T H E SBNTINEL is called 
upon to chronicle a bold 
robbery, 
which was perpetrated Saturday night at 
Batson, a little village twenty one miles 
east of this city. 
Between the hours 
of 2 and 3 o'clock of the night men- 
tioned burglars gained an entrance 
into the store of Paul Brothers, at that 
place, through a window.

SEATTLE, Wash., May 25,—Dr. J. Ac- 
ton, pastor of the Unitarian church, in

possible colors and 
prophecying a'speedy revolution in the 
United States, which, he said, would be 
accomplished "at the cannon's mouth 
if need be," and which he predicted 
would overturn the existing order of 
things and radically modify national 
government.

Revolution is at hand, but 
it need not be national ruin.

There is great 
loss, ruin and a great upheaval near at 
hand. 
Do you ask me how these groat 
radical reforms are to be inaugurated? 
1 will tell you. 
By the power of intel- 
ligent decision. 
By the explosion of 
expanding indignation, by the final 
climax of a fruitless patience which has 
at last culminated in the resistless fury 
of the tempest."

voked severe criticism, as it is known 
that no such sentiments are cherished 
in tbe university.

Several sections of Kansas and 
other places as far east as Kentucky 
have suffered to a serious degree, and 
the telegrams printed in T H I SXNTINBL 
today give accounts of another deadly 
cyclone which swept over Iowa and 
other parts of the ^est,.

many buildines were left in ruins.

offer a safe retreat, but in the majority 
of cases they are not available. 
In 
country districts the coming of the 
destroyer can be noted early enough to 
make retreat to the cellars poasible, but 
in the towns the trouble often comes 
without advance knowledge on the part 
of the people, who realize the situation 
only when the buildings tumble about 
their heads. The weather bureau has 
done much in the direction of foretell- 
ing atmospheric changes, but thus far 
it has been unable to predict the cy- 
clone. Occasionally announcement is 
made that the conditions favor storms 
of that character, but where they will 
strike no one knows in advance. The 
rush comes, and in a few minutes death 
and destruction reign where once were 
happy homes and a contented and 
prosperous people. 


The one fortunate feature of the 
cyclone is the comparatively limited 
area it covers. 
One side of a street 
may be takén and the other left, BO 
narrow is the margin between safety 
and destruction. In consequence re 
lief for the injured and the homeless 
commonly is close at hand, and suffer- 
ing from exposure is not added to the 
burden of woes. This, however, is small 
compensation. 


Until meteorological science reaches 
a stage of development far in advance 
of its present attainments those who 
settle in the regions known to be eub 
ject to cyclonic visitations will take 
their lives in their hands. The majori- 
ty may remain safe, but never can they 
be without tear, unless frequenteecapes 
render them dull to the danger. But 
some day scientific enterprise will solve 
the mystery of the cyclone and teach 
the people how to render it harmless, 
or at least how to foretell it long 
enough beforehand to enable them to 
get out of its path. 


CoxsiDERABLs wouder and amusement 
has been created in the United States 
by the prediction of a Spanish paper in 
Havana, that in the event of a war be- 
tween the United States and Spain the 
sonthern states of this union would 
secede as they did in 1861, and that 
Mexico would take possession of Texas, 
California, Ar}z9na find New Mexico, 
the grand result beiog the dismember 
ment of the _ American republic. , This 
utterance, considered everywhere 
good joke, is received with the hearti 
est merriment in the south. 
The south 
has no more desire for the restoration 
of the confederacy than it has for the 
restoration of the British colonial gov- 
ernment, which existed before the 
Declaration of Independence. On the 
other hand, in case of a war with Spain, 
the first volunteers for the invasion of 
Cuba would come from the south, and 
the republic of Mexico would strongly 
sympathize with these soldiers in their 
enterprise. 


THE English papers are full of stories 
of the late shah of'Persia, some of 
which are probably true. 
When he 
was visiting England he frequently ex- 
pressed his contempt for the mildness 
of English law. So he was finally taken 
to Newgate in order that he might see 
a gallows. He at 0CC9 manifested great 
interest in itj and, expressing a desire 
to see how it worked, asked the gov- 
ernor to hang a man. 
The governor 
explained that he had not at that time 
a man ready for 
the 
experiment; 
whereupon the shah expressed his 
contempt. But he intimated that that 
was of no consequence. 
"Hang one of 
these," said he, pointing to his suite, 
each man of which probably trembled 
in his shoes. And very great, indeed, 
was the shah's disgust when he found 
that he could not prevail upon the 
governor to do what he wanted. 


THE eyes of the world will be turned 
to Russia tomorrow, when the corona- 
tion of Nicholas II take^ place, to see 
if, in the declaration of principles he 
will set forth for the government of 
that empire, he intends to take an up 
to-date stand or keep back in the old 
riat that has ciò lori^' ke^t Rtissiafll^ tlié= 
background in religious thought and 
freedoin. Il i» said by Nicholas' friends 
that he will declare Russia open to all 
religious denominations and creeds and 
allow the people to worship God ac 
cording to the dictates of their own 
conscience. The priests of the Greek 
church have learned this and are mak- 
ing a great fight to prevent it. 


A Bsrisw of the last week in con- 
gress illustrates pretty clearly the in- 
tention of the leaders on both sides of 
the capitol to get away from Washing- 
ton at the earliest possible moment. A 
conservative estimate gives congress 
two weeks more in which to complete 
the session. This will bring it to June 


8 and it is probable this will be found 
to be the date of adjournment. He- 
publicans generally are inclined to de- 
clare that they will adjourn on that 
date because all the work will be done, 
but a far more potent reason can be 
found in the fact that the St. Louis 
convention will be just a week off.

The French Deadlock. 
Some 80 times inthepastiquarter'cen- 
tmy it has been solemnly annotmoed 
that the gravest crisis since ttie estab- 
lishment of the third republic "WMS on in 
Franca At the same time the repiublio 
has sailed on through all, sometimes 
more serenely, at other times less so, 
hut still it has kept afloat. 


Of all the different kinds of crisesrft 
has survived, however, the onewhiohi at 
present claims public attention is the 
most peculiar. Its cause is to be found 
In the nature of the French constitatiion. 
The provision of that document which 
requires a cabinet to resign when a vote 
of parliament is pronounced against it is 
the one that .brought about the resigna- 
tion of the Bourgeois ministry. 
The 
larger house, the chamber of deputies, 
elected by popular vote, has alway« 
claimed the right to make and unmake 
ministries. In resigning, Bourgeois, In 
hia address to the deputies, recalled this 
principle, which he declared to have 
been established by Gambetta and Jnles 
Peny. 


The word "parliament," howeyen, is 
indefinite. The senate and the ministry 
became involved in an irreconcilable 
quarrel last year. If Importantmeasures 
were proposed by the cabinet, the senate 
promptly refused to pass those measures. 
The chamber of deputies, on the con- 
traay, was the supporter of the cabinet 
The chamber of deputies, so far as cabi- 
net maMng is concerned, claims to be the 
parliament. The immediate crisis was 
brought about by the refusal of the sen- 
ate to pass the bill appropriating moneys 
for tiie suj^ort of the troops in Mada- 
gascar. No money could be appropriated 
because of this refusal, and it was nec- 
essary to the national credit that such 
money shotild b(9 voted. Then it was 
that the ministry did exactly ¡what the 
senate had been endeavoring to force it 
to do for months—^resigned.

whole of the long squabble supported 
the cabinet, and on its resignation 
passed a resolution affirming the su- 
perior rights of the chamber of deputies 
as between it and the senate.

The new ministry, 
the Meline cabinet, will be opposed 
from the start by the Radicals and So- 
cialists t)f the chamber, who constitute 
a majority. Under the Bourgeois regime 
it was the cabinet, president and cham 
ber against the senate. In the forma- 
tion of the new ministry the president 
and Meline are accused of selling them- 
selves out ,to the senate. 
Consequently 
under the Meline administration it will 
be the president, cabinet and senate 
against the chamber of deputies, which 
will never yield a jot. 


The new cabinet belongs to the Op 
poartnnist party. The real trouble is the 
same as that which often blocks legis 
lation in the United States—^namely, 
the impossibility of changing the com- 
p)^on of the senate, when the political 
dpinioM of a majority of the people 
have changed. If the split between the 
I^nchi chambfer and senate cannot be 
patched up, then either i^sident Faure 
must resign or he, with the concurrence 
of the senate, must decree the dissolu- 
tion of parliament. It is an interesting 
situation.
